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FLYING SAUCERS AT EDWARDS AFB, 1954 


The early 1950s were exciting years for the UFO-awakened in 
California! George Adamski was having his sightings and contacts 
at Palomar and out in the desert. Orfeo Angelucci was using Glen- 
dale for a take-off for space trips to ome of the Asteroids. Paul 
Vest had his interview with a Venusian in Santa Monica. Visitors 
to Giant Rock were being taken up into hovering space ships via 
a magnetic-etheric tube, through George Van Tassel's mediumship, and 
Meade Layne was being overwhelmed with sighting and contact data 
in San Diego. 


Then there was the Saucer flap at Edwards Air Force Base in 
the Muroc Dry Lake area of the High Desert. This was in the spring 
of 1954 and apparently lasted for months. Frank Edwards, radio news 
caster in the Midwest, had word of a January landing of UFOs "at 
some military base in California". 


President Eisenhower was induced -- or inspired? -- to take 
a vacation at Palm Springs, scarcely a hundred miles by helicopter 
from Edwards AFB. So he could confirm for himself the reality of 
Visitors from outer space by direct observation? It seems more than 
likely. As far as I know the only news media hint that the President 
might have gotten away undetected for a look-see at the spaceships 
at the Air Base at Muroc Dry Lake was in "Time" magazine for March l, 
1954. He disappeared for four hours on Saturday night -- perhaps 
Feb. 27th but more likely Feb. 20th -- from his vacation headquarters 
in Palm Springs. The 75 domestic and foreign news media reps on hand 
to cover the President's Southern California visit nearly went crazy 
trying to learn Ike's whereabouts. "Time" wrote that the Associated 
Press man even put on the wire the President had been assassinated, 
and retracted it moments later! When he was safely back in his quar- 
ters they were given the limp excuse that he had broken a cap off a 
tooth chewing on a chicken bone at supper and had slipped away to a 
dentist to have it fixed. 


Ike was offered the opportunity to make a name for himself, un- 
paralleled in history, in extending the hand of friendship to Visitors 
from outer space, the first leader of a great nation in historical 
times to do so. But he remained steadfastly loyal to the military- 
industrial-religious oligarchy that put him and kept him in office 
for eight years. To my knowledge he never broke security on the UFO 
landing at Edwards AFB, while in office or in the years of retirement. 


Gerald "Dr. Kappa" Light did break security by writing to BSRA 
director Meade Layne immediately after his return to Los Angeles from 
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Edwards in mid-April. How Meade handled this shocking news item is 
revealed in the following pages. Others who made the privileged visit 
to Edwards in the spring of 1954 teld the truth to close friends, no 
doubt, and some even made a few guarded remarks in public. There is 

no use trying to get anything out of the three Angelenos who accompanied 
Light to Edwards. Other Saucer researchers have tried. Letters are 

not even acknowledged. 


In our printed lecture "Flying Saucers Uncensored" we reviewed 
the Edwards 1954 landing rather extensively, including the positive 
and suggestive observations of certain astronomers who might have 
been invited to the show at Edwards. There was Dr. Robert S. Richard- 
son, astronomer at Palomar and Mt. Wilson at the time. In “This Week" 
magazine for June 20th he had an article on the ''Mysteries of Mars”, 
in which he strongly suggested the existence of intelligent life on 
the Red Planet. At that time, did he know for sure that UFOs come from 
that planet? 


The supposition becomes even firmer when we are reminded of the 
cryptic remarks of Air Force General Nathan Twining in May 1954; 
"The best brains in the Air Force are now working on the mystery of 
the UFO. . . which continue to baffle them. If they come from Mars 
and are that far ahead of us, we have nothing to fear." 


Why Mars? Unless both Richardson and Twining knew for a fact 
that the Edwards-landed UFOs were from that planet. 


Another astronomer who just happened to be in California at that 
time was Frank Halstead, of the University of Minnesota. Later in 
1954 he stated publicly: "Aircraft of some sort have visited the earth 
from outer space. The best scientific minds in the world agree that 
some planet out there is sending these things to look us over." 


Prof. Norman Berrill, of Canada's McGill University, had an ar- 
ticle in the June 1954 issue of "McClean's Magazine" on the likelihood 
of there being advanced civilizations who had mastered space travel -- 
as well as being far, far beyond us in other matters. Was he also an 
Air Force guest at Edwards earlier that year? 


English Flying Saucer researcher Desmond Leslie was in the U.S. 
on a visit in the summer of 1954. Having read the BSRA material on 
the Edwards landing he made a few discreet inquiries himself while 
in Southern California. He later told George Hunt Williamson of his 
findings, reported in "Saucer Symposium" in "Valor" magazine for Oct. 
9, 1954: "While in California Desmond Leslie did a little Saucer re- 
search himself. He discovered that the rumored saucer at Muroc was 
actually there, and was kept under guard in Hangar 27. He spoke to 
one AF man who had himself seen the craft, and his investigation showed 
that on a certain day, a 100-foot object landed on the runway at Muroc. 
Suddenly men coming back from leave found they were not allowed to go 
-back on the base and were given orders to ‘get lost'. Others had 
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their personal belongings brought to the 
them at the gate. Men on the base that 
day were not allowed to leave. Leslie 
says he believes the Saucer has not 

left Muroc. President Eisenhower had 

a look-see at the craft during his Palm 
Springs vacation." 


LANDING AT LOSSIEMOUTH 


While Air Force personnel and 
their privileged guests were gawking 
at landed UFOs and the pilots in Sou- 
thern California -- under tight secur- 
ity, the Martians arranged another 
landing on the other side of the world 
in more public surroundings. It was 
the beach at Lossiemouth, Scotland, on 
Feb. 18, 1954! Writer-ornithologist- 
astronomer Cedric Allingham was the 
fortunate mortal to be in the right 
place at the right time, and with the 
right mental and emotional equipment. 
True, his out-of-focus pictures of the 
landed spacecraft and the pilot with 
whom he tried to communicate for half 
an hour leave much to be desired; but 
they are far, far better than anything 
offered to the public by the U.S. Air 
Force!

The Martian could not speak English, but with his sketch pad and pen- 
cil, drawing in the sun and orbits of the planets, Allingham found 

to his surprise that the Visitor came, not from Venus as he suspected, 
but from Mars. 


Allingham could only guess at the propulsion system of the Mar- 
tian craft. A slight humming noise coming from it as it swept in 
from over the ocean made him think of motors, but the corona dis- 
charge around the IFO (Identified Flying Object) in his first picture 
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_ bespeaks some form of 
electro-magnetic pro- 
pulsion; for all de- 
tails of the craft 
were blotted out in 
the brilliant light. 
The same was true of 
Coniston UFO picture 
taken by young Stephen 
Darbishire three days 
earlier. Allingham 
says the landed IFO 
at left was about 50 
feet in diameter and 
20 feet high. The 
dome appeared to re- 
volve while the craft 
was in flight. 


The metal hull 
was warm to the touch. 
The presence of a pow- 
erful electro-magnetic 
-- and perhaps anti- 
gravity field as well -- 
around the craft became obvious when the Martian determinedly waved 
the Englishman back and away before takeoff. It rose slowly about 50 
feet, tilted slightly and left at tremendous speed. 


It isn’t likely that U.S. Air Force officers and technicians 
at Edwards AFB in California in 1954 were any more ready to under- 
stand Flying Saucer lift and propulsion systems than was Cedric Alling- 
ham, or the members of Borderland Sciences Research Associates! So 
the BSRA material in the following pages is concerned more with the 
philosophical and political aspects of the Flying Saucer phenomenon. 
We've included Dr. Light's letter to Meade. There is Meade Layne's 
Personal Bulletin No. 4 -- a copy of which I received in Honolulu in 
April 1954, and there is the special Mark Probert seance of April 1/7, 
1954, in which Meade and others discuss the Edwards-Muroc landing 
and its implications with Ramon Natalli and the Yada di Shi’ite 
(Yah-dah dee Shee-ee-tay). We have included also a copy of Special 
Report 10-C-53. 


This latter is of interest because it was a seance set up espe- 
cially for four engineers from the aero-space industry in San Diego. 
From the Yada di Shi' ite they hoped to get significant information 
from the "other side" on the properties of gravity fields and related 
space-time problems. If nothing else, the reading of 10-C-53 demon- 
strates the great difficulties we have in adjusting our thinking to 
the demands of the Space Age, and to communicating with Beings who 
are free from the 3-D continuum in which we live. This is a Cosmic 
Barrier which all must cross eventually. 
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The Saucer landing at Edwards was a 
challenge to the Air Force and news re- 
leases in 1955 indicated the challenge 
j was taken up with the funding of an anti- 
gravity research project at Martin-Balti- 
{more. It was simply called the Advanced 
Design section. It was headed by a bril- 
Wy liant young physicist named George Trim- 
ble. Other physicists were recruited from 
England and on the Continent. 


It seems more than likely that the 
Martin anti-gravity project was success- 
ful in building flyable hardware, utili- 
zing anti-gravity and electro-magnetic 
principles. Ten years later, by 1965, 
Saucer researchers were receiving reports 
of UFO sightings in which the craft had 
identification markings with Arabic num- 
erals and English -letters on the sides. 
These reports came from the south Mid-west 
and in 1972, during the Kansas UFO flap of August, glowing space 
ships hovered over towns for hours at a time. It isn’t likely 
that alien space craft could remain in 3-D configuration that long 
without serious challenge by Air Force helicopters and jets. By 
now, in 1973, the U.S. Air Force must have an electro-magnetic and 
radar grid system which covers the entire United States like a 
blanket! I know from personal experience that when my little UFO 
magnetic detector here in Vista sounds a warning, a military-appear- 
ing helicopter can be circling over the house within minutes!

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FLYING SAUCER LANDING AT EDWARDS AIR FORCE BASE 
MUROC DRY LAne, CALIFORNIA 


The following recording was made April 17, 1954, at San Diego, 
California. Seven persons present, Merk Probert, medium. The first 
part of the recozding relates to a report reecived on this date 
dealing wlth the landing of Flying Saucers at a California airbase 
and their inspection by our own sctlentists and by high governmental 
authorities. 


"T am Ramon Natalli," said the Control. 
"Good afternoon, Ramon." 


"We are sitting in on a highly critical subdject," said Natalli. 
"My friends, in the passing years that we nave had the honor and 
pleasure of speaking to you it is, I think if looked back upon, quite 
plain what we were trying to say. That is, your civilization is at 
a very dangerous point, bordering on the razor's edge of annihilation. 


"My friends, you have undoubtedly been keenly aware that we 
have been holding back much of what we could have said because it is 
and has been our policy not to sow seeds of fear, because unless 
we could see your civilization doing something active about the coming 
debacle it would be cruel instead of reasonable and kindly to tell 
what we have learned; the whole story. Now, we do not say your civi- 
lization is necessarily even now going into destruction. There is 
yet time to bring about a peaceful and intelligent way of life. All 
changes taking place in individual things or things en masse tends 
toward scme chaotic conditions, but this does not mean that it must 
all end in chaos. However, man, in his blindness, has been charging 
madly ahead with no thought of where his actions are going to take 
him. You have become proud of your mechanized age and have lost 
track of your own divinity. 


"There is a great responsibility lying on the shoulders of every 
individual coming into the physical world. That responsibility is 
to keep as much of his own environment in balance so that the world 
can continue to exist as the necessary school in which he will come 
to know consclousiy of this aforementioned Higher Self or divinity. 
The people have been lulled to sleep by those wishing for greater 
power. Religion, having control over politics and aver scientific 
action, has been the sleeping potion put upon the people. You, here 
in this comtry have been given, in the beginning of the .founding 
of this country, what is called the Bill of Rights, but you have 
been lulled to sleep, and the right to act individually has been 
destroyed, I am no moralist. I am speaking about nations at 
large. It is not a matter of material moralistic viewpoints. It 
all entails a greater scheme by far than are morals or ethics. 

It entails tne continued existence not only of your earth but of 
your entire solar systen. 
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"In the past," said Natalli, “we have come towards minimizing 
the actlons of atomic power as @ deadly threat against your solar 
System. Now this must stop. We must break ciean and true. The 
truth is that man, starting in 1945, took into his conscious hands 
the use of a force so devastating in its potential powers as to turn 
Your earth into a nova and thereby affect the entire solar systen. 
Little by little your scientific minds have delved deeper and 
deeper into the building blocks called matter, called energy, but 
few have pubiicly mentioned that within the atom are forces as yet 
untouched and untmown to the greater majority of the scientific 
minds, force that if unleashed would turn your whcle solar systen 
into a nova. Ail the bodtes in your solar system would explode and 
end in locse matter floating through space, almost dead matter, for 
when it finally ceased its actions, it would be on a very, very low 
level. Within the nucleus cf an atom are forces up into the 
hundreds of thousands of millions of pounds of pressure per square 
inch. 


"Hundreds of thousands of millions of pounds?" asked Irene P. 


"These have not been touched yet. These, my friends, as we 
have mentioned before, in the use of the atomic bomb there is only 
one tenth of one percent forees disrupted in the atom." 


"tae tenth of one percent of the total forces resident within 
the atom?" 


"Yes. Now, in the hydrogen fusion action the forces are many 
thousands of times greater. Believe me, the end of the actions of 
the hydrogen explosions by your country, England, and Russia, is 
nowhere near in sight. Many stranze things are yet to follow due to 
this. Gravity, it is said, has no action in the nucleus of an aton, 
that it is all electronic forces within. No, as small and seemingly 
insignificant and quite invisible as the nucleus of an atom is, it 
does feel the effects of gravity, for it creates a surface and 1% is 
when this surface or part of it is disrupted that the gravitational 
force is torn away from it. Being invisible does not mean intangi- 
bility and a small body containing within it such tremendous bundles 
of force, creates a surface that is equal to a great sun and takes 
that much gravitational pressure to hold its parts in place. So 
wheat with the tearing away of the gravity fieid against the atom and 
letting loose these tremeri'dous pressures, you would shatter your 
earth. Now ycur world of science is going to play with not simply 
atoms as you be.tleve you have known them in the past, but with 
subatomic particles and the deeper you go into the nucleus the finer, 
the more dense, therefore the greater forces pent up in each layer. 
Now I'm certain you imow nothing about what is called the inner parts 
of the nucleus of an atom, huht These forces are largely yet 
unknown by your scientists and the great Einstein will have to change 
geome of his ideas with respect to relativity in the course of time. 
It is in these deeper Layers ox more intense waves of what is 
loosely called energy but vet it is substance that cannot even be 
classified as energy. It is in those fields that these great things 
have their existence." 
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"You are referring now to the Etherians?" asked I.P. 


"Yes . Man will leara how to move in end out of various fre- 
quencies,” said Natalli, "but thet is a long way aheéd on the peth 
of his mental evolvement. The Etherian people do not care who is 
right or who is vrong, they are coldly disinterested in isms. They 
are simply trying to keep man from disrupting the entire solar 
system, and they are going to do it if they have to destroy the 
whole human race from earth and tranaplant other beings from other 
planets who have been seeking to get here anyway. This is not a 
threat. This is not because they are concerned with any moral 
aspects. Tnis is simply a direct statement of fact with no emotions 
behind it. Now you want to say something to me?" 


"Have you been present at Muroc lately?" asked Meade Layne. 


"We have been there many times and have known what was going on 
there. Several months ago there were certain things we had to say 
to you but conditions could not be arranged so we could get together, 
however it was better so, and I am of the opinion and I kmow all of 
us of the Imer Circle are of the same opinion that it would be wiser 
not to put any of this out to the public." 


"Tat includes what ts in Dr. Light's letter?” 
"That is what I am saying." 


"I believe Dr. Light is intending to publish in some form a 
statement . Not all of it was in that letter which I read which 
perhaps you heard, but there are some portions of it at any rate. 


"Well then, I would suggest that you and he arrive at what you 
think is possible to certain Arce and that will be enough."

Mr. Layne founded Borderland Sciences RILEY HANSARD CRABB 
Research Associates in 1945 in San Diego, Cal. 
and began publishing the mimeo Round Robin journal of bordetrland 
research. He was introduced to the Flying Saucer phenomenon Oct. 
10, 1946 when he heard that there had been a sighting of a large, 
torpedo-shaped space ship over San Diego the night before. Mark 
Probert saw the thing circuling around over the city from a down- 
town hotel where he worked, along with dozens of other San Diegans. 
The term Flying Saucer wasn't to become popular for another nine 
months! So when the Gerald Light letter came to Meade in 1954 
he had already been considering the reality of the Flying Saucer 
Aeroforms and writing about them for nine years! In all that 
time the Inner Circle never budged from their original statements 
that the UFOs were materializations from other space-time continua, 
that they came in all shapes and sizes, and that there were Good 
Guys and Bad Guys in space and from other plan- 
ets, just as there are here on earth. He did 
his best to educate the public in these mind- 
stretching matters, until ill health forced him 
to retire from the BSRA directorship in 1959. 
He asked me, Crabb, to take over and carry on. 
Meade made his transition into the Fourth Dimen- 
sion in March 1961, from which he is able to verify 
by direct observation many of the ideas and con- 
cepts which were only conjectures when he was 
entombed in the flesh and limited to the input 
of his five senses. Now, 1980, we have gone into 
space and our Flying Saucers are fanning out 
through the Solar system; yet public contact with 
Aliens and Visitors from other planets, other 
systems eludes us. This is largely because of 
the opposition of those vested interests referred 
to by Ramon Natalli back on page 12. 
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Transcript of meeting of Sept. 26, 1953, at San Diego, Calif. Transcript 
: Release 


YADA DI SHI'ITE: It is great pleasure to have you here again. Though we are 
separated in body we are always together in light. When man comes to realize 
this he will not feel ever alone. He will know how to bring himself entirely 
in tune with his fellow man whenever he wills to do so. It is not wise thing 
to waste time, even though we have endless amounts of it. Every moment we are 
doing what is called nothing we are wasting time - now you are not to tell me 
that time is wasting me - huh? Now if I can be of some service to you, please 


say so. 


-- We came down here to see if we could get some insight into the nature of the 
program you are putting over here. Our interest is in technical subjects and 
how far can it be carried - how mech are we permitted to know and what 

Progress we can make. 


YADA: It is of the utmost importance to yourself as well as mankind in general. 
As to how much we can give depends urely today upon our ability to pass our 
thoughts through the mind of the boy. For you people here are having the 

right to know all that can be so given to you. Under other circumstances 

this is not so. We are forbidden to speak of certain things. 


- - But to this group you will talk? 


YADA: Anything you desire me to. The only barrier possibly being the brain 

of the boy and our ability to pass our thoughts through that brain. An instru- 
ment is not any better than the operator. So I will do my humble best. It is 
most difficult to know what is to be classified as important or unimportant. 
The importance of athing depends surely on the ability of the seeker to use 
that which he has been given. Now if you have question to start with it is 

my honor to listen. 


- - We know a few things about contemporary physics and electronics but there 
are certain properties of magnetic fields and gravity that are entirely new 
to us. We have a little information that says such things are possible but 
can it be translated so that we can more easily grasp it in our own minds? - 


YADA: Now as to your ability to grasp - that I do not know. Then ny ability 
to express too. Man is composed not of the substance he appears to be. 
That-which he appears to be is as you already know surface matter, bu this 
that goes to make up the surface matter is what may be called the thing in 
itgelf - or perhaps the thing in itself can be called the nature of the 
structure of the building blocks called atoms. Now for many years it was 
supposed that the atom consisted of two hard particles Romogeneous in their 
nature or unable to be divided further. But in your times'it has been 


Note: Eight persons present, including four electronic engineers, Mrs. Irene 
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discovered that these chemicals - hard particles - homogeneous - were themselves 
made up of particles. In speaking of the nucleus of the atom it seems to be 
to be thought of as a kind of homogeneous substance. Even today what you are 


slowly discovering is that it is itself made up of other particles and these 
particlee have what is called a nucleus or center or core with satellite or 
electronie nodies moving around then. 


- - This is within the nucleus of the atom itself? 


YADA: Now the reason for the atom being so difficult to smash is on account of 
the interior gravitational pull. Truthfully the atome has never been smashed - 
only a piece of it has been blown away - thrown away - which is the outer shell 
or one of the outer shells. Should you ever truly break up the atom you would 
not only turn it off into another but you would turn you whole solar system 
into what is called super solar - it would cause the whole solar system to 
become nothing but light radiation - many million times brighter than your sun. 


- - That could be done by breaking one atom apart? 


YADA: Yes. 
- - That will probably never happen? 


YADA: needless to say we hope not. 


--- That information will be withheld from the nuclear scientists? 


YADA: Man is unpredictable so that is one question I cannot say no to. Now 
in respect to the earth - the earth and other planetary bodies are very tmuch 
more than is yet realized like the atom - like the atom world - these 
planetary bodies can be considered as the electronic bodies of the solar 
system - the sun acting as the nucleus. Each one of these planetary bodies 
is like an electron inasmuch as they are made up of volts and the earth nas 
many shells covering it. It is indeed made up of nothing but a series of 
shells within shells. The electron in the atom is also divisible in that 

it is separate from the nucleus or positive charge - it lets loose a quanta 
of heat. Now what is heat - - may be called a wave pattern - you know? 


- - Yes. 


YADA: So if it is a wave pattern in order for it to move or be in the form 
of oscillation it itself is made up of a series of particles. 


- - The radiation itself? 


YADA: Yes. So it may be classified as pure energy - pure energy moving with 
a peculiar kind of motion - producing sometimes non-visible light. 


- - Heat? 


YADA: Yes. Other times visible and called light and also measurable by what 
is called to the senses heat but in other kinds of motion this energy can 
become cold radiation - cold light. 


- - A definite frequency of the radiation with cold as higher or lower rate 
of frequency? 
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YADA: Neither higher nor lower but a particular kind of motion. 


- - Are you speaking of sonic(?) solar motion, or periodic, or erratic? 


YADA: Both periodic and erratic. 


- - The difference between cold and hot. Is the hot uniform and the cold 
transient? The cold is erratic and the hot is steady? 


YADA: Yes. With your continuous flow you have what is called heat as realized 
by the senses or by instrument - but in this erratic action the heat is not as 


claaified in heat. 


- - Measurable temperature gauge? You refer to heat as our sensation? 


YADA: Yes. Now in actuality, whatever that may be, there is no such condition 
as hot or cold - these are purely sensations of the physical structure. All 
that can be said regarding motion is that it is a mechanical action with no 
other measurable quality to it. Now as for gravity - nothing of itself has 

any wight - all depends upon this thing called gravity - so that your weights 
and measures in atomics have no intrinsic value of themselves. 


- - That is correct. 
- - Well, I'll go along with it but it will have to be clarified to get a 


clearer picture. 
YADA: Now all these bodies in space are discharging energy - your heart 


included. This energy sometimes seen from what you call comet. This enersy 
is noted flowing from the comet to be movinc always in the direction of the 


sun. 
- - the tail points toward the sun - 

YADA: This should show what - a body rushing through space could not conti- 
nuing to discharge the energy the comets co for a great length of time as 
some comets do, by themselves - this energy would have to be constantly re- 


supplied to the body of the comet. It is pulling energy from sun through 
that tail constantly. 


- - The energy is being circulated? 

YADA: Right. 

- - Is there any energy of the sun coming back to the comet that we dor't see? 
YADA: Yes. The energy is constantly being supplied by the sun. 

- - Then the energy is being replenished by an invisible light? 

YADA: Yes. And the sun is the source of this supply.- also it is said that 
the planetary bodies - their source was the sun - that the sun broke - part 
“of it - during the time of its formation. 

- - Are you saying the earth was originally part of the sun? 


YADA: That is what was thought but it is not true. These bodies have been 
formed by tone or harmonical vibration. 


* - By tones do you mean tone in the sense we do? 
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YADA: No. The sun formed on its own particular harmonical note - the sun in 
itself is a kind of nova. 
- - but a controlled nova - 


YADA: Yes. But nevertheless it is a state of expansion. When it finally decides 
to expand and become perhaps what we call a giant or super nova it will take 
great period of time to do this and perhaps by then men will have advanced off 
the earth to other planets and perhaps away to other solar systems. 


- - Is there a high order of life on the sun? 


YADA: Yes, but it is of such nature it is almost foolish to talk about it. 
You understand that? Before this earth became sufficiently cool to form rock 
sediments it was under control and visited from time to time by those higher 
minds or higher intelligences to watch and study these formations. 


- - The sun is not made up of three-dimansional matter - it is all gaseous? 

YADA: It is difficult to say that because the suns are being supplied constantly 
by debris. The sun takes this debris and breaks it down into usable substances 
abstracting the substance of the life force of the atom discharging them into 
space in what is called cosmic radiation. 


- - The cosmic dust - is that based on the sun's activity? 

YADA: Yes. Due to the expanding of the universe. Now the universe is or is 
becoming a nova because of the expansion. The chemistry of the island universe 
is going from the inside center outward. Breakdown of energy - and I use the 
word in special way - the breakdown is such as to cause these fields of dark- 
ness that seem to be nothing in the sky but are obliterating billions of stars 
beyond that field - this space - this substance - weighing up to billions of 


tons per square inch. 


- - It doesn't permit the light to pass through? 
YADA: Yes. Now you can imagine the energy it takes to break this substance 
down. It is an intangible density. 


- - This is a particular form of ether not the same as the ether in all space? 


YADA: That is right. This is a more congealed substance but held together by 
its own created gravitation - pressure in the center of the field - as one 
moves towards the center the density becomes increasingly greater and immense 
pressure - now when this substance starts moving through space it causes a 
great driving force to all bodies in that island universe of the solar system 
or what is called galaxy. All bodies are in the process of constant expansion 
or contraction, from the atom itself to the universe. 


- - In other words atoms expand and contract continuously? 


YADA: Yes. It is the contracting and expanding action in.the atom that is 
followed through in increasing pressures to what you call the universe of the 


distance. 
- - Is that the effect in the atome or outside? 


YADA: Outside the atom. This of course when these building blocks called the 
molecules gather together to make form, the intensity of that other outer 
flowing pressure will cause that form to have great strength or weakness. 


- - Is that how you account for the difference in various substances? 
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YADA: Yes ° 

- - We have had some interesting discussions on how the universe was built. 
Now can you tell us what is gravitation and how is it related to magnetic 
and electric effects? 

YADA: Gravity assumes its source from those vast densities I spoke of a while 
ago. In what is called electromagnetic field - according to the size or the 
extension of the field - what is called the source of attraction or pull has 
its origin again in the center of that field. 

- - The gravitational field as associated with the earth is concentrated in 
the center of the earth? 

YADA: That is right - concentrated in the center of the earth and having a 
Play between the center of the earth and the center of the sun. 


- - At the present time we can generate electricity and consider all magnetic 
effects are the result of electric charges - but as yet contemporary physics 
has not isolated electric current as such. What is the difference between 
electic, magnetic, and gravitational fields? 

YADA: In simple fields like in a magnet - this is due again from what is 
called the pull from the center of the field - the pressure of the force 
moving out to attract - is not at the edge of the field, it is sensation 

of the pull - its force of pull does not originate from the edge but the 


center. 


- - A pull towards the magnet ? 
- - The magnetic field that arises from the flow of electric charge generates 


this magnetic field so that it is a field of electrically charged motion? 


YADA: Yes. But due to the peculiar motion of the electron in the magnetic 
field it gives no sensation or in what is called electricity. 


- - It is not a force like electro motive force in the same electric circuit? 


YADA: Right. It can hardly be called an electronic field of any kind - that 
which flows from the magnet - thinking of electrons as negative charges is 

not really saying anything because the electron has no particular force of its 
own, but the nature of the force depends on the motion it is in. 


- - The force resulting from the magnetic field? 
YADA: Yes. That which is called electricity is the electrons in moving 


through space cause a frictional motion or action in what is called atmosphere - 
in other words a negative substance moving in a positive solution. 


- - Are you referring to air? SBlectricity is the flow of electrons through 
atmosphere? 


YADA: Yes. It is the flow of negative particles through a positive solution 
called atmosphere. Without this atmosphere there would be no noticeable or 
measurable action produced or field produced. 


- - At low frequencies we contact? How is that associated with atmosphere? 
YADA: You have experimented with putting wire in a vacuum to run charges 
of electricity through it? 


- - That has been used - you get corona discharges that way - I have observed 
these experiments. 
YADA: That is the result after the electricity has passed through it? 
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- - Well - at the time - if you have a sharp point you set a corona discharge - 
you see lieht from the energy leaving the point. 


YADA: Which should prove that a vacuum is not a vacuum. 


- - That is true - it is a reduction in air pressure - we can never get a perfect 


vacuum here. 
YADA: When I use the word atmosphere I do not merely mean space. 


- - Atmosphere means space and not air? 
YAD: Yes. Now this which is called gravitation is itself electronic - you know 


that? 
- - I suspected it was related but did not know. 


YADA: Yes it it, and of course is from the center of the earth to not only the suns 
but what is called these great density substances. 


wv - An interchange of electricity that results in this gravity? 


YADA: Yes. The pressure of these substances of great density, but also mixed with 
that which is called cosmic radietion, and cosmic radiation has a short wave which 
penetrates the earth causing a balance of breakdown and buildup in the chemistry of 


the earth. 
- - Cosmic radiation is the essential part of maintaining the earth in its present 


condition? 

YADA: Yes, without it there would be no life, and with excess of it there would be 
no life. All things with sap in them would die and you~-would have a body similar 
to the sun. | 


YADA: I have been listening and wondering - wondering makes life interesting - it 
is more speculation than concentration. These beings which we have sometimes classi- 
fied Guardians of the earth and the solar systems, they understand how to break up, 
or better, separate the particles that go to make up the atom, without at the same 
time releasing -- 

- - Destructive radiation? 

YADA: Yes. There was another word I wanted to use but that will do. They under- 
stand how to separate the links of force that join the particles together. It is 
not for one who knows not how - a dangerous work like trying to take the fuse from 
an unexploded bomb. Must be handled with very delicate precision. When your 
scientists learn how to do this they can peel the atom down as far as they want it 

- using the energies for what is necessary to produce action in the physical world. 
- - We can get the use of atomic radiation without the difficulty that accompanies 
it? 

YADA: Yes. That is the task of man, to get the energies from the atom without 
destroying himself in the process. Now in what is called the laws of nature, the 
atom is broken up in many parts without undue or excessive changes taking place 
around it. In the body, the physical body, it breaks down or burms up substances 
in such minute quantities and at the same time getting all the energies that are 
necessary. This is peeling the atom down slowly - this is releasing necessary 
energies. It takes about 2500 degrees Fahrenheit to burn carbon but the body does 
this at 98.6. It does this by breaking down in very minute quantities and it is the 
same way - these Guardians of the earth - they change matter by this simple process 
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of slow braakdown = but slowness means time to you but not to them - and in the 
course of what you call tine it will not mean time to you either - it will be pluck= 
ing the particles from the atom in no given time. 


- = You are explaining how the print was made in the metal? 


YADA: Yes, By certain forms of magnetic radiation causing 2 change in the atanic 
motion which causes the atom to sepnrate slowly without producing excessive quantity 
of heat, thereby causing a sudden ex-ansion in the electronic fields. I do not know 
by what methods you do this, but by the power of the mind it can be done, But this 
is beyona the range of the material or mathenaticei scientists - most of them are 
not interested in what they call metephysics = but concentration alone unon the body 
will cause 2 rise in heat temperature - right? 


- - Yés, 
YADA: This is done by ths mind acting on breath, which causes an expansion and 


greater epplication of breath or breathing. This deeper brecthing causes grvater, 
more rapid oxidation, and oxidation is breaxccwn of matter, anda certezin brsakdown 
of matter in certsin speeds creates quantities of heat = so this when controlled by 
the mind can be projected out by the hands and produces a heat rediation of 2» slow 
kine which regenurates the cellular structure of the body tnrough the oduliding 
blocks of the cells, It expends the builcing blocks or the 2toms - expands the 
pores ~ causing « greater flow of magnetism between themselvcs anc the molecules, 


- - Is that why it is so necessary to breathe properly to keep the body more pure? 


YADA: Y¥ith proper breath one can do with considerably less food and sleep, B8ut with 
the drinking of pure water one can live for a great period of time alone on it for 
the breaking down of the water molecules produces greater energy than any food sub= 
stance you eat, 

- ~ That is our regular spring or natural water? 


YADA: Yes. And the necessary natural life force of the body is atamic energy. 
- - How about specific information as to methods cf proper breathing? 


YADA: The body, the lung capacity, is way down under the last rib. The greater 

majority of people breathe only to here.(pointing) This is very bad and definitely 
conducive to e short life, For it moves down here entirely without oxidation where 
germ life in the atmosphere comss in with the breath ~- goes dcwn into the lungs and 
creates a mould substance ~ this shuts off the breathing capacity little by little. 


- - If the lungs are in that condition now and we start using exercise could we 
break dowm the damage that has been done? 
YADA: Yes. This is not alone the result of tne use of tobecco © but is the result 
of a lifetime of improper breathing which is due to a feeling of insecurity, and this 
has come from a long life of living under the stress and strain of your beautiful 
highly cultivated civilization. This has developed within the boy's lungs that which 
“4s called a mucous settling in the lower part of the lungs, Most of people in citics 
" aequire some respiratory disease sooner cr later due to the impurities in the air, 
Now in breathing when one is going to bed it is good to gc some place where air is 
fresh first, and take slow inhale of breath and hold it and then tet out - quickly. 
Do this three different times - letting out each time in gust - aissc do not go to 
sleep in room where there has been lots of people talking and br<éathing and using 
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tobacco ~ first try to air out the room befors you go to sleep. Then of great 
importence to breath is the drinking of pure water. This adds oxygen in the blood 
stream without breathing, There are no speciel secrets or mystical processes of 
breathing to keep the lungs in nctural state of health - one but needs to leern to 
breathe deeply instead of in half of the lungs. The body self - the mind self = is 
the only necessity for the body without constant thought ebout it. You-need not 
attempt to turn the work over to the conscious mind, for if you should do this and 
lapse into sieep you will aie, That is «here many peonle in the study of Yoga have 
caused themselves either insanity or death. That which is called the subconscious 
mind - it is the work of that to handle the body - but if you will tell the body 
self from time to time what is good for it, tnd say it definitely and act upon it 
definitely, you will have gosd health and you will destroy diseases already in the 
body and live es long as you want to live, 

- - They say it is better to sleep North and South rather then East end West. Is 
there any difference? 
YADA: There is a difference because the body and the chemicals within the body ere 
subject to ecntact with what is called the North ana the South megnetic poles. This 
if cne sleeps tc these linss of force can cause zfter a time chemical changes to 
take place in the bcdy - bringing on the diseases for which your scientific minds 
have no cure, 

- - Can you name one? 
YADA: This which is called muscultr atrophy - it acts upon the nervsus system of 
the body - 

- - Then you shculd slsep North and Seuth? 
YADA: If possible, yes, 

- - With the heed Nerth? . 
YADA: Yes, The body is 2 st-rage battery. It is indecd whet is caDled electro= 
dynamic - and I mean clectre cynamic. It is e creator cf energy - discnarger of 
energy - and abscrber of enurgy. These lines of force projected cr discharged from 
the bedy - even what is called subconscisusly - which is a way most of mankind lives - 
in detriment sometiics to your fcllow man - if you ure cut of harmony with nim these 
forees can actually cause ciscase of the body through the nervous system. Such 
diseases as skin ciscases - ulcers in the interior of the body -— especially in the 
intestines - growths in the productive crgans. 

= - Would it be possible tz develop an instrument which would generate electric or 
magnetic forces «r both which could be uscd on the body, and csrrect iile caused by 
less of energy in the proper manner? 
YADA: Yes, but do you have an instrument thet can take a capacity mecsurement of the 
energies of the body? 

- - I do not know cf cne nom, 

- - Especially in the clectricsl quante 

- - As in a battery? 

YADA: Each humen brein hs its own particulscr quanta of electricity - no more and 


no less, ; 
- - It would need to be tuned in to each particular individuai? 


YADA: That is right. If you could find the correct capacity for each brain then you 
would be able tc use electric shocks - then thsy would not be 'shocks'. Remember the 
brein cells sre like batteries, 

- - How about using the brain as 2 dialectric? You use the tcrm capacity. We use 
it in elsetricity to express the ability cof a certain piece sf 2pparatus to show cn 
plates actual clectric - what we call electric cischargy which ceuses plates tc be 
dielectric - and due to the clectrically charged pistes - proxinity - becaming 2p= 
positely charged rapicly causes a change in itself - that is how a ciathermnai machine 


q@perates - causes a production of heat deep within the cells of tne body. 


YADA: This is of great benefit to the body but I fear your great scientists are not 
at all certain of the nature of electricity as a whole ~ or are they? 


- ~ No, and the very crude experiments I was capable of performing on living cells 
showed that uncer even the most minute flow of current, the first effect you notice 
is the cell will completely disintegrate - flow out into the surrounding liquid. 


YADA: Because the cells of the body are m2de with ~ minute quantity of acid in thea, 
and in the acid a minute gritty substance, so the electro-magnetism produced by ths 
body is passing through these cells all the time. When pessing through the cell it 
excites these gritty substances and so produces quanta of heet end discharge thet 
heat end falls beck upon itself again. In discharging this heat it has oxidized 
itself. Now the breathing process if done properly with the proper drinking of 
water, will cause the constant regeneration of the cells so they will not break down. 
They wi11 not leave themselves as corpses to produce pus in the body, so you will 
live longer. It is the excessive breakdown of cells beyond the point of creeting 
newer ones and the regeneration of the older ones that the body dies, Do you care 
to go into more detail regarding the relationship between gravity, magnetism, and 
electricity? 

- ~ You mde the statement that the gravitationsl force was electronic in nature. 


YADA: Not only are the suns in space producing cosmic radiation, but these great 
darker and denser fields also are producing and aischarging electrons in space. The 
discharge of electrons from these darker bodies arc not ef whrt is called positive 
charge as the suns letting from themsclves - they arc more of what is called negative 
negative meaning they heve little action on matter as far as breaking it down or 
making chenges - they simply act cs lines of pressure - Lines of force instead of 
what is called lines of energy. 

- - The term lines ~ that is just a term so that we can grasp the idea in our om 
minds, not lines in themselves but a figure of speech? 


Y4DA: Yes. As we use the word waves, If you want to be metaphysical we shall break 
up the meeting by seying there are no lines or waves because there is nothing to make 
lines or waves in. Energy is something for other forces to become active in. .... 


= = We cannot exclude the ether ~- (with reference to vacuums) 


- ~ Speaking from what may be called an abstract approach we find it necessary to 
ereate an ether whether it is there or not - 

- - Is it really there? 

YADA: Yes, because the particles that go to make up the ethers'can be thought of 
- and that is interesting sometimes - as sub-sub-atomic matter - and as you 'sub! 
lower than that we go out of existence as far as the world of matter measurable is 
concerned ~ which brings us back to what we said - that the ether is there whether

YADA: An eiectron is not here at a point in space but is everywhere present ~ 
- - You mean it edsts ty itself in interstellar space? 


YADA: It is difficult to say it exists by itself - however all bodies in space are 


but electrons, 
- - That is why they are everywhere present? 


YADA: But then we put it in a point in spxce - we have nothing out here, 
~ - Jeans remarks that the renge of action of an electron is infinite. 


YADA:. In my time in the city of - - - those who becamc Yadas and had attained the 
last Gegres in the teachings shaved the head, using copper blades - these were in- 
stantansously hardened by the power of electricity and 2 specific kind of acid. 


- - A number of our friends would like to know about ancient methods of hardening 
metals, especialiy copper. 

~ - Yes ~ this question hes been askea before. It involved treatment by electricity 
and acids, 
YADA: It is a kind of acid that is hichly conductive of electricity - mors so than 
anything you heave in your world todey in your present civilizaticn. 


- - Would you be ables to tell us some of the elements that are contained in this 
acid? 

YADA: There sre reaso:s for my not saying. 

- - The auricalum (?) csed by the Atlantcans was said to be 2 cooner slag. 


YADA: This high-powered instantaneous jolt of electricity caused the electrons to 
pick up and take minute quantities of the acid and incorporate it in the copper. 


- - Is the acid more concuctive then the copper itself? 


YADA: Yes 
- - Is there some reason we should not know about the hardening of copper? Is it 
the constituents or how to meke it up that we should not know at the present time? 


YADA: I am no judge as to what man should have or should not have - the restraint 
put upon me in this respect is not my own and the reasons for it seam to be that in 
so many of your inventions you have used force for destructive purposes, Now my 
friends I am not a moralist, but there are carteain things dest unknown to us until 
we reech another stege or level of mind to handle these right, and to know about 
this special method cf handling copper would cause a great change in your scientific 
appreach to many things besices that one thing. And that is something I wonder about 
when I heer people of the earth talk about the discs. The mere fact of these flying 
objects is nothing after all, for man has been flying for many centuries in one way 
or another, It is the advanced method - the chemical and physical ideas in general 
that were changad on your certh with the building of thse discs, And the people capn= 
not be given this right sway, because if it fell into the hands of one government 
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4t would ceuse such cifficulties with other countries thst war would be inevitable - 


which it is enyway. 
- - We have read «rticles about the discs that Canada is Sadladng - do you know of 


this? 

Y4DA: Yes. It is being built and thcy are now meking effort to build it in forme 
they know a way of operation, but not of the discs - for the substances of these are 
not the same es the groupings you have on your earth - your idees sre entirely dif- 
ferent = the molecular structure is entirely different - thet is, what you heve.on 
your earth, 

- - Are we to assume there are no discs now in the possession of any country or 
anyone in our time? Is our Government in possession of 2 flying disc?

YADA: Be sure you fill your body with spices and wrap it in linens, 


- - Wovld a pyramid tend to dry up a wound? 
Y4Da: Yes. Slowing down the breakdown of cells would be slowing down oxidation 
and I have come to believe that everything falls acart through excessive cxidizetion. 


- - Do you think it would have an effect on a surface cancer? 


YADA: Let us say it would be rice to exverinent on that. From my point of view yes. 
St might seal the cancer off from the other ceils around it. It would at least slow 
the destructive malignant action.

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IKE & ALIENS? 


A FEW FACTS ABOUT A PERSISTENT RUMOR 


One of the first conclusions any impar- 
tial observer must make about the present 
state of civilian UFOlogy is that rumor and 
circumstance play far too great a role in 
what ought to be a fore exucting quest for 
knowledge. It is undoubtedly just such an 
observation which once led Dr. Carl Sagan 
to comment dryly that UFOs "are more a mat- 
ter for religion and superstition than they 
While this dismissal is 
perhaps unscientific in its own right, the 
point is well taken. 
of "UFO people" that you want, and simply 
listen. Rumors abound. 

Perhaps worse, however, is that sons 


are for science." 


Attend any gathering 


of these rumors manage to circulate for 
years (even decades) without anyone making 
even a reasonable effort to get to the bot- 
tom of them. 

Qne of the most persistent of these 
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rumors is a story that President Eisenhower, 
in the early part of 1954, visited Edwards 
Air Force Base (then known as Muroc) in Cal- 
ifornia and either viewed the bodies of dead 
aliens and the wreckage of their crashed 
craft, or met with live aliens on some sort 
of diplomatic mission to earth. The story 
takes many forms, with the common thread 
being that the president mysteriously disap- 
peared one evening while on a vacation to 
Palm Springs, California, and that he was 
spirited up to Muroc to view (or meet) aliens. 
It is said that he was returned to Palm Spr- 
ings by dawn and that shortly thereafter he 
ordered absolute secrecy about anything hav- 
ing to do with the subject of UFOs. The 
story is even repeated, with considerable 
variation, in the forthcoming Disney movie 
"My Science Project" (Touchstone Films).

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One of the most persistently voiced complaints in the 
UFO field these days is that there simply aren't enough 
good cases in the news to keep public interest in "classical 
UFOlogy" at an acceptable level. While it takes only a quick 
glance at what's playing in the local movie houses to deter- 
mine that the public has a genuine interest in the fantasy 
and entertainment aspects of UFOs and alleged visitations 
from outer space, generating a similar excitement about sup- 
porting research into the subject itself is quite another 
Amongst the faithful, there seems to be a 


general concensus that what is needed is a good old-fashioned 


thing entirely. 


"Flap" to rejuvenate research and to bring people (and hence 


funds and resources) back into the fold. 


Perhaps this is so. There is, tdceces, one often over- 
looked benefit to be found in such a situation, in that the 
current lack of contemporary cases in need of investigation 
has caused some researchers to turn their attention to older 
cases in an effort to learn more about these "classics" while 
the original witnesses are still alive. The process is not 
entirely one of desperation either, for the sense of perspect- 
ive which comes only with the passing of time often allows 
an investigator to find meaning in facts which may have either 
seemed insignificant or were entirely unavailable at the time. 
This aspect alone often more than justifies the taking of a

(1) President Eisenhower did indeed make 
a trip to Palm Springs between February 17th 
and 24th, 1954, and on the evening of Satur- 
day, February 20th, he did disappear. Sever- 
al members of the press caught wind of the 
fact that the president was not where he 
should be and rumors ran rampant that he had 
either died or was seriously ill. The story 
even managed to get onto Associated Press' 
New York state wire before being killed mon- 
To quell the fuse, White House 


Press Secretary James Haggerty called a late 


ents later. 


evening press conference at the Mirador Hotel 
to announce "solemnly" that the president had 
been enjoying fried chicken earlier that eve- 
ning, had knocked a cap off a tooth, and had 
been taken to a local dentist for treatment. 
The president turned up for church early the 
next morning, casting aside whatever linger- 
ing doubts there may have been about the aff- 
air. According to Haggerty's personal diary 
for Feb. 20, 1954; 


"At Palm Springs - Pres broke cap off 
tooth - had it fixed at local dentist - 
Dr. C.A. Purcell - AP, from Syracuse, 
flashed 'Pres. Eisenhower died tonight 
of a heart attack at Palm Springs' - 
someone fooling around with teletype - 
moved on open state wire - caused some 
hell but AP killed it 2 minutes later - 
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Called AP New York offices for ex- 
planation and to demand a full report." 


(2) Although the Palm Springs trip was 
billed as a vacation for the president, the 
trip appears to have come up rather suddenly. 
In addition, it is a matter of record that 
Ike had returned from a quail-shooting vaca- 
tion in Georgia less than a week before leav- 
ing for Palm Springs. 

(3) while the incidence of a local dentist 
being called upon to treat the President of the 
United States is unusual enough that it should 
constitute a rather memorable event for those 
involved, Dr. Purcell's widow (during a June, 
1979 interview with Moore) was curiously unable 
to recall any specifics relating to her hus- 
band's alleged treatment of the president. In 
response to simple questions relating to the 
time of day, the nature of the president's pro- 
blem, the number of times her husband had tre- 
ated the president, or even whether the presid- 
ent had been brought to her husband's office 
or her husband had been taken to the president's 
rooms at Smoke Tree Ranch, she could only reply 
"unable to recall".

maintains an extensive 
index of records relating 
to the president's health, 


there is no record of any 


dental work having been performed at all in 
February of 1954. A file on "Dentists" in the 
President's Personal File also contains nothing 
on any visit to Dr. Purcell either. Secondly, 
there is a large file at the library containing 
copies of all sorts of acknowledgements and 
thank-you notes which were sent by the White 
House to people who had something to do with 
the Palm Springs trip. (A few of these were 
handwritten by the president himself.) There 
are letters, for example, to people who sent 
flowers, people who met the airplane, people 
who had offered to play golf (or even chess) 
with the president, etc., etc. There is even 
a thank-you letter to the minister who pre- 
sided over the Sunday service attended by the 
president. Yet there is no record of any sort 
of thank-you or acknowledgement having been 
sent to the "dentist who treated the presi-- 
dent".
